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HOW TO BROIL MEATS 


Broiling Meat isan Art. There is nothing more 
tasty than a good Steak or Mutton Chop broiled. 
This method of cooking is distinctive when proper- 
ly done. It retains the juices and preserves the na- 
tural flavor of the meat. 

A gas range is good for br oiling. A coal range 
is equally as good when properly handled. Have a 
good clear fire with bright red coals, open all the 
drafts to draw off all the smoke and flames. An 
intense heat is essential. Place the steak or chop 
in a double broiler and sear the surface of the meat 
quickly to retain the juices, this is done by holding 
the meat close to the coals for three or four min- 
utes until the surface is nicely browned, then raise 
the broiler a few inches above the coals and con- 
tinue cooking until done. 

Important:—During the process of cooking the 
broiler should be turned every few seconds. The 
meat, when done, should have a fine well browned 
crust on the outside, the inside should be red and 
juicy and cooked evenly all through. Do not sea 
son while cooking, as the salt will draw the juice 
from the meat. For length of time to cook, see
